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1. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter 
sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time 
the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made . 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kanamori et al (US 5,153,734) in view of De 
Rooij (US 4,933,752) . 

Kanamori et al discloses a solid state image pickup device 
that comprises the shock mounting system (frame member 2 6 or 2 6A 
is made of silicon rubber that is used to absorb camera shock 
and Fig. 6, col. 4, line 26+), housing (housing 19), CCD (CCD 
10) , and elastomeric means (silicon frame member 26) , except for 
first, second, and third color CCD. 

Kanamori et al does not explicitly disclose any three color 
CCDs. However, De Rooij teaches using color separation system 


that includes color separation system 1 including prisms and 
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three color image sensors so as to provide color image signal 
with high resolution and accuracy. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate the color separation system of De Rooij the image 
sensor housing of Kanamori so as to obtain three color CCDs and 
a prism and thereby to provide high resolution image signal. 

3. Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims . 

4. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Kazuhiro et al discloses a prism that is used to separate 
image light. 

Fontenot et al discloses an aimging system that includes a 
prism.
